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London, March 20.— The Cretan im- 
broglio remains the question of the 
hour, and the enforcing of the blockade 
of the island of Crete f rom to-morrow is 
expected to give ri eo to exciting inci- 
dents in the endeavors of the Greeks to 
run the blockade. The oflicial London 
Gazette, organ of the government, pub- 
lishes a special supplement to-day an- 
nouncing that the blockade of the island 
of Crete by the warships of the powers 
will commence to-morrow. This applies 
only to vessels under the Greek flag. 
Vessels under neutral Hugs may land 
goods on the island, provided such mer- 
ehnndiso is not intended for the use o£ 
the Greek troops. 

The Liberal newspapers continue 
their protest against Great Britain tak- 
ing any part in the blockade, and one 
papef puts its announcement of the 
blockade in the strong terms : "The 
devil's work begins on Sunday," while 
another paper dubs to-morrow "Black 
Sunday." 

It is understood that the Greek gun- 
boats which have been hovering around 
Crete and which are now coaling at Cer- 
igo will be ordered to keep outside the 
ten-mile limit or be rammed bv the ior- 
eign warships. 

_ The pamphlet of the Rt. Hon. Wil- 
liam E. Gladstone on the Cretan ques- 
tion is said by his opponents to have done 
little good and his ideas are repudiated 
even by some of the Liberal newspapers. 
The' Daily Xews for instance says: 
" When we turn to the pamphlet for 
guidance we are not sure lie will com- 
mand universai agreement. If Mr. 
Gladstone advocates the simple ab- 
stention of Great Britain, we fear that 
the only result will be impotence. If 
he wants isolated action it means ,the 
imminent risk of a great, perhaps uni- 
versal war." 

These remarks are from the oflicial 
orgcu of the Liberal party — the Con- 
servative newspapers naturally denounce 
Mr, Gladstone's so-called " interfer- 
ference " in measured terms. 

From various quarters comes the state- 
ment that the comparative clemency of 
the powers and their slowness in apply- 
ing coercion to Greece is due to British 
inlluence. It was the Marquis of Salis- 
bury, it is understood, who prevailed 
upon the powers to agree not to apply 
coercion to Greece first, hut to await 
the etleet of the Cretan blockade. 

The Paris Figaro even asserts that this 
insistence of Lord Salisbury's caused a 
alight milling with the other powers and 
the paper mentioned also affirms that 
the British premier wishes to enter into 
negotiation with King George, with a 
view of determining upon the Turkish 
evacuation of Crete, when Greece could 
recall Col. Vassos without great sacrifice 
of her amour propre. 

In the meanwhile all the powers are 
inereaeing their nftval forces in the 
Levant. Tlic Austrian squadron will 
shortly lie increased by three torpedo 
boats, and more British warships are 
ready to leave Malta eastwards. 

Some details of the secret organiza- 
tion known as the Helniki Heteria, 
or National League of Greece, which is 
playing an important part in Hellenic 
politics, have been published. At first 
the organization consisted merely of a 
small secret committee of adventurous 
officers, but it has since grown rapidly, 
until in 1S95 it showed its power by 
fomenting trouble in Crete and Mace- 
donia, li now counts 1,300 out of 2,000 
otficeis of the (ireek army among its 
members, besides nearly the entire 
Greek nation. 

Its extraordinary development was 
greatly facilitated by the Olympian 
games, which aroused considerable 
patriotic feeling. The Helniki Heteria 
is divided into (our dogrees, and the 
members of each obey the others of a 
superior degree without knowing where 
they emanate. It is stated that King 
George doubted the power of the league 
until some of its leading members told 
him plainly that if he did not march re- 
solutely at the head of his people, the 
Helniki Heteria would depose him. 
It is believed in many quarters that this 
organization will really decide whether 
there will be war with Turkey or not. 



IN THE PUBLIC EYE.

Y., is a passenger on board the Mo- 
hawk, which left London for New York 
on Thursday last. 

Liverpool, March 20.— Monsignor 
Merri del Val, papal delegate to Can- 
ada, sailed for New York to-day on 
board the Cunard steamer Umbria. H»j 
was accompanied to the steamer by a 
number of friends. 

Ottawa, March 20. — Governor Mac- 
intosh, of the Northwest Territories, is 
here on business with the government. 
There is said to be no truth in the story 
that he intends resigning and settling at 
Rdssland.

Halifax, March 20.— (Special)— The 
Nova ScotialegiBlature has beendissolved 
and writs issued for a general election to 
be held April 20, the nominatioud to be 
made on April 13, The campaign is 
already well under way and promises to 
be the most exciting struggle in the his- 
tory of provincial affairs during the past 
half century, thnnkB in large measure to 
the part which Federal affairs and the 
Dominion leaders are playing in it.

Berlin, March 20.— Berlin is already 
crowded with strangers who have come 
here to view the three days' celebration 
of the centeunary fetes. According to 
the expressed desire of the Emperor the 
centennary celebiation in honor of his 
grandfather, the late emperor, will last 
three days. On the 21st special divine 
services will be held in every church in 
the empire, and all the school children 
are to be bidden to attend them. 

The unveiling ceremonies will take 
place during the forenoon of the 22nd, 
the programme having been drawn up 
under the personal supervision of the 
Emperor. The exercises will begin at 
10:90 under a magnificent tent which is 
to be erected in front of that main portal 
of the ScIiIobs, facing the monument. 
The unveiling will be of a great national 
monument erecled to . the memory of 
William I, on tho Schloss Freihert, di- 
rectly opposite the royal castleat Berlin. 

Among the royal personages attending 
the ceremonies will be tho Empress, 
Empress Frederick, the kings of Saxony 
and Wurtemburg and the prince regent 
of Bavaria, besides the grand dukes of 
Baden, of Hesse, etc. The Emperor 
will briefly review the troops and then 
lead a select body of them, bearing tbe 
colors and flags, to the place in front of 
tho monument. He will then take 1 i is 
position on horseback directly in front 
of the royal tent facing the monument, 
and will order the unveiling and as soon 
as this is accomplished the troops pres- 
ent will file past*-' the Emperor, con- 
cluding the ceremony. 

During tho ceremony the monument 
will show, on both sides, the colors ami 
tlags taken in 1870-71, and these will he 
surrounded by a circle taken from the 
French, ornamented' with oak leaves. 

In the evening there will be a gala per- 
formance at the opera house of a dra- 
matic legend by Wilder Bruch, entitled 
"William the German." Music espec- 
ially composed by Hummel will be 
played for the first time; all the royal 
personages will attend, and the audience 
will De invited guests of the emperor, all 
in gala attire. A series of festivities have 
been arranged for by the municipal 
council board and a committee repre- j 
sen ting the citizens. 

The city will be decorated and illum- 
inated, particularly in the case of muni- 
cipal buildings during tho three days, 
all citizens having been required to take 
part in t his display. The city, at an ex- 
pense of 12,000 marks, have fitted up a 
triumphal way " unter den linden," 
and jointly with the citizen's committee, 
the municipal council have made ar- 
rangements lor a large procession on the 
23rd. The Emperor will review it* from 
the foot of the unveiled monument. 

On the evening of the 23rd a large 
torchlight procession will be formed by 
the students of all the academies and 
universities of Berlin, who will parade 
before the Emperor past the castle. 

Germans in foreign parts are sharing 
in the festivities, and wreaths fromthose 
in the United States, Central America, 
Canada,- South Africa, Brazil, Colombia, 
Australia and elsewhere will be laid at 
the foot of the monument. 



Ottawa, March 20.— (Special.)— The 
new tariff measure is nearly ready and 
when brought down will be found to be 
far from approaching the Liberal ideal 
of a tariff for revenue only, as the gov- 
ernment, when they got down to bed- 
rock, found that their catch cry woqld 
not work. The bill will be found to par- 
take generally of the nature of a read- 
justment—while some duties will be 
lowered, in many cases there will be in- 
creases. 



LONDON PRESS OPINIONS. 

McKinley and His Policy of Protection Dis- 
cussed in Great Britain. 

I^ondon, March 20.— Most of the weekly 
newspapers commenting to-day upon 
President McKin ley's policy. The 
Speaker says : " The tariff bill sIiowb in 
at least wool and sugar that the prime 
object is protection." Continuing the 
Speaker askB'if the duties on sugar are 
intended as " payment to tbe trusts for 
support during the campaign." 

The Statist maintains that the past 
deficits were mainly caused by " the 
disorder of tho currency which led to 
two panics," adding, " if the currency ia 
restored to order confidence will revive, 
trade will improve and the revenue will 
alignment. Unless the new bill greatly 
differs from that of 1800, sooner or later 
it will create general dissatisfaction and 
will lead to another tariff agitation. The 
bill, if passed, will not have the results 
expected by Mr. McKinley, if the war 
alarms abate, the currency is restored 
to order and trade throughout the world 
reviveB, then the United States will share 
in the prosperity without a tariff bill." 



THE RESCUED RECOVERING. 

Victims oi the St. Nnzaire Are Out of Dan- 
ger of Death. 

New Yobk, March 20. — The condition 
of Captain Bei ri, one of the survivors of 
the St. Nazaire, was said to be much im- 
proved at tho Hotel Martin last night. 
He ia able to be about his room and has 
taken some liquid nourishment. The 
condition of Dr. Maire and Engineer 
Staub was also said to bo greatly im- 
proved. Dr. Albaruz, who was in attend- 
ance upon Juan Do Dios Tejada, said 
that his patients' hands and feet were 
ewollen from long exposure to the cold 
and salt water, that his fever was high, 
but recovery was probable.

"The petition directs the attention of 
the synod to the feet that Dr. Watson 
has not repudiated tho public charge 
that his teaching tends to Uuitarianism. 
If the business committee of the synod 
rejects the petition, the promoters in- 
tend to raise the matter and force a dis- 
cussion. 

Dr. Watson in an interview says: " i 
am quite prepared to answer any 
charges. All 1 can say now is that it is 
a matter on which 1 am not gravely 
concerned." 

DOINGS OF THE DOMINION. 

Portraits of Two Patriots to Adorn tbe 
Commons— Regimental Ex- 
changes. 

Toronto, March 20. — (Special) — J. W. 
L. Forester, a well known Toronto artist, 
has completed two excellent portraits, 
one of Sir John Thompson and the other 
of Alexander Mackenzie, which will be 
sent to Ottawa this week and hung in 
the House of Commons there.

The Lost "Utrecht" Deposited in Wreckage 
on the Coast oi France. 

Brest, March 20.— Later advices re- 
ceived here to-day show that tho Dutch 
steamer Utrecht which is supposed to 
have foundered off Ushant, wreckage 
having been washed upon the French 
coast marked " Utrecht, did not carry 
passengers. The steamer was bound for 
Java from Rotterdam, and had a crew 
of SO men.

Salt Proves the Salvation of a Good 
Old Steamer— Horses in 
Harness. 



Geo. Willey, Joshua Green and Peter 
Falk, of Seattle, feel that in their pur- 
chase for $3,050 of the old United States 
revenue cutter Oliver Woleott at auction 
on the 18th of laat month, they have 
drawn a great prize, for t.o-day it is as- 
serted that she is worth fully $40,000, 
There was little surprise and very Gen- 
eral approval when the government 
ordered the supposed "old tub" to be 
sold at auction and everybody agreed 
that $5,000 would he the limit of the 
bidding. After the sale the Woleott 
remained tied up for a coublo of weeks ; 
then she was put on Hennigan's ways 
at Ballard. She came oil' Thursday after- 
noon and those in a position to know 
assert that uo sounder bottom ever 
floated in the waters of Puget Sound. 
Not a break was found in her copper 
sheathing, and the removal of a 
single plank from her bottom 
satisfied everybody with her condition. 
The official inspection is not yet com- 
pleted, but Capt. VV. J. Bryant, United 
States inspector of hulls, says her tim- 
bers and planking are in excellent con- 
dition. She is, in the first place, a 
thoroughly well-constructed vessel, her 
timbers being exceptionally heavy and 
all the fastenings of composition spikes 
and copper. During all her years of 
service the revenue officers have kept 
the bilge space between the lining and 
outside skin packed with rock salt, and 
on opening her up the other clay it was 
discovered that the salt had crystallized 
over the wood and preserved it in per- 
fect soundness. 

The Woleott's engines and boilers are 
now receiving attenf.ion. These were 
put in only about five years ago, and the 
engines are said to be in very fair shape ; 
the boilers, however, will require con- 
siderable repairing. There is some talk 
of her going to Alaska but nothing defi- 
nite in this regard is yet announced nor 
is it likely to be, until after the comple- 
tion of the official inspection on or about 
April 1. 

DANISH COLONIST* DEPART. 

There was not an unoccupied berth 
aboard the C.P.N, steamer Tees when 
she sailed on her regular coast trip last 
evening. A short time before leaving 
the wharf her passengers were treated to 
an interesting exhibition of equine rest- 
lessness that for excitement and amus- 
ing qualities equalled a circus perform- 
ance. Owing to the big miscellaneous 
freight .the steamer had aboard, and the 
low stage of the tide, the vessel's decks 
were down far bslow the level of the 
wharf, and the horses that were being 
shipped being particularly wild, had to 
he picked up in the slings and lowered 
to their places. The crew, though exor- 
cising every caution, are evidently noi 
skilled in the work, but this is what 
gave the passengers amusement, for in 
the excitement the parlance of a team- 
Bter was quite forgotten for the dear old 
sea-faring terms. It was with great per- 
suasion that the steeds could be got any 
way near the scene, and once in the sling 
and they felt the ropes tightening, 
their frantic capers would scatter the 
crowd and drive them to lofty perches 
q nicker than a giant powder explosion. 
The Tees makes an exceptionally long 
trip on this occasion, as having a party 
of fifteen Danish colonists aboard for 
Cape Scott, her voyage will be extended 
to the northern extremity of the island. 
The other passentrers she had aboard 
were J. Conway & son, C. Decher, Rev. 
Father Van Nevel, M. Spencer, Captain 
Griffiths, Mr. and Mrs. Jacobsen, J. See- 
lev and wife, Charles Spring and wile, 
E. A. Cleveland, and C. C. Killings. 

THE "riNSBUEY." TEMPEST TOSSED. 

Boston, MasB., March 20. — The Brit- 
ish steamer Finsbury, Captain W. H. 
James, reached port to-day from Rotter- 
dam after a most tempestuous passage of 
nearly a month. Captain .lames says it 
was the worst voyage ever experienced 
by him. On three different occasions 
during the voyage the steering gear gave 
out, and it became a serious question 
whether the steamer would survive the 
terrific weather. Three members of the 
ctew were seriously injured, one of them 
having to go to the hospital here. 

TO REPAIR Till: MANX ANITA. 

The contract for repairing the U. S. 
lighthouse tender Manzanita has been 
awarded to the Astoria iron works, the 
lowest bidder, the vessel is now 
boutli of the Columbia. Captain Mer- 
rell, lighthouse inspector, thinks tiiere is 
so much work to be done that it seems 
almost impossible for him to spare the 
vessel, but she must be repaired, and he 
intends to try ami turn her over to the 
iron works about April 1. 

PORTLAND WANTS IT, 

"A party of Seattle men interested in 
the establishment of a steamship line 
between the Sound and Honolulu, were 
in the city yesterday," says the Portland 
Oregouian, "looking over the field for 
freight. The Honolulu trade, which 
promised so much for Portland, is in a 
fair way to follow the Alaska trade, the 
the Central American trade, and a num- 
ber of other enterprises, which were 
driven to the Sound because they found 
no welcome here." 

MARINE NOTES,

AN INTERESTING APPEAL. 



The Fjill Ccurt Will Decide Whether the 
Term " In On It " Means a Mining 
Partnership. 

The Full court will have a special 
sitting to-morrow to bear a somewhat 
interesting appeal in the mining suit oi 
Wells v. Petty. The plaintiff, Frank A. 
Wells, in the fall of 1894, disco -ered 
some galena ore in the Three Forks dis- 
trict, hut. the season being late he told 
the defendant, George Petty, of the find, 
and as a result Petty went out and lo- 
cated the claim, since known as the 
Monitor No. 2. Plaintiff claimed a half 
interest in the mine, saying that the de- 
fendant had promised he should be " in 
on it," which plaintiff held plainly 
pointed to a partnership and entitled 
him to his interest. 

The plaintiff, tinding himself "out of 
it," however, entered suit to enforce his 
claim. Mr. JuBtice Walkem at the trial 
held that that there was no foundation 
for a partnership and dismissed the case. 
Then an appeal was taken to the lull 
court, and as Mr. Justice McColl had 
been engaged as counsel for one of tho 
parties before he was appointed to the 
bench, his lordBhip declined to give any 
judgment, but simply sat on the bench 
to make a quorum. Mr. Justice Mc- 
Creight and Mr. Justice Drake not agree- 
ing in their judgment. They considered 
it best to refer the appeal for hearing to 
the full bench and accordingly the ap- 
peal comes up to-morrow. Mr. 15. ]'. 
Davis appears for the appellant and Mr. 
W. -1. Taylor for tho respondent defend- 
ant.

New Westminster, March 20.— 
(Special)— At the iirat sitting of the 
Crown timber cornmiseign, the commis- 
sioner, Mr. Archer Martin, explained 
that Mr. Higginson was not being tried 
upon charges against him — that the in- 
quiry waB held for the purpose of re- 
porting upon the afl'aira of the agency.

He thought that these 
ties not yet accepted by the C. P. R. 
were government property.

ROSSLAND. 

Rossi. and, March 20. In the quotations 
in the Spokesman-Review Freeburn is 
quoted at 12 cents pur share. This prop- 
erty lies between and adjoining the 
Honiestake, Fire Fly and Nest Egg 
claims. The Hnmeetake lias just been 
sold by Mr. kin hard in England for a 
high price. It is being worked with 
heavy machinery, having an 80-horse 
power boiler and five drill compressors. 
The Nest Kgg anil Fire Fly belong to one 
company, who have just placed an 80- 
horse power boiler and four drill com- 
pressor to work their splendid property. 
The Fire Fly ledge, about 80 feet wide, 
passes through the Freeburn, and is one 
of the most remarkable showings in 
Trail Creek. The Freeburn has also the 
two ledges of the Nest Kgg. The Co- 
lumbia Western railway runs through 
the property, thus giving it facilities for 
shipping. The ore from the present 
shaft assays $12 to $2-1.80 in gold.

THE KAISER'S CONDITION. 

Perfectly Sane But Troubled With an Ab 
normally Distended Head. 

Berlin, March 20.— In regard to the 
stories of Fmperor William's insanity 
it is stated privately hymen who know 
him more or lesB intimately, that his 
majesty is very nervous and irritable, 
his features twitching frequently. They 
admit that tho Emperor has certain 
eccentricities chiefly denoting inordinate 
vanity, concerning which many queer 
anecdolcs are in circulation, but his 
behaviour has always been that of a 
nano person. 

London, March 20.— A letter to the 
Daily Mail reiterates tho story of Em- 
peror William's insanity with startling 
frankness, mentioning Alia Majesty as 
being the sovereign previously referred 
to as pinching his guests and trying to 
trip them up with his sword. The 
writer saye there is no doubt that the 
Emperor, if not specifically insane, is 
liable to fits of aberration which, whil» 



they last, are indistinguishable from 
madness. 

His local derangement behind the ear 
and almoBt in contact with the brain 
has hitherto, it is added, been kept in 
safe limits by a treatment which pro- 
vokes a constant discharge. While the 
discharge lasts, the pain is not very 
great, and tho inflammation and swell- 
ing of the affected partB being relieved 
there is nothinc either intolerable or 
alarming, but it appears it has lately 
become increasingly difficult to maintain 
the process and the result is a combina- 
tion of pain, excitability, depression and 
nervousness which have brought the 
Emperor to a condition fearfully alarm- 
ing. 

Continuing, the writer says that no 
Hohenzollern ia allowed to ascend the 
throne or keep it if he ie afllicted with 
an incurable disease, and that it is obvi- 
ous no madness can be tolerated in the 
Emperor. The knowledge of this is said 
to be disabling the ruler of his house, 
and he is doubtless intensely aggravated 
by the symptoms of disease. It is said 
that, should things get bat little worse, 
Prince Henry of Prussia, the Emperor'B 
brother, will be proclaimed regent .with 
an advisory council, on which tho con- 
stitutent sovereigns of tho Empire will 
be represented.

tence set up by the News- Advertiser 
that the Colonist's article was written 
by the then premier, and replying to 
the pretended belief of our Vancouver 
contemporary that our object was to 
incite the people to rebellion. 1 

On March 30 the Colonist again took 
the subject up, and this time contended 
for larger appropriations for this Pro- 
vince. Among other things it was said : 
"As wo have more than once clearly 
shown the Dominion is in justice bound 
to make the appropriations for this Pro- 
vince exceptionally large." 

This strong presentation of the case 
for the Province excited attention in the 
£aat, and the Toronto Mail took occa- 
sion to express the hopo that British 
Columbia would not join the Maritime 
Provinces in a demand for better terms. 
To this the Colonist answered by re- 
peating the salient facts of British 
Columbia's case, and adding that if 
this Province received thesame measure 
o£ justice as the Maritime Provinces, 
" neither the Mail uor any Kastern 
newspaper would have the slightest pre- 
text for questioning its financial con- 
dition adversely, or of expressing a fear 
that it ' would cry for more.' " 

Col. Prior having set forth in his 
speech on the budget the just claims of 
this Province, he was accused by the 
Times of making " gross misrepresenta 
tions."' The Colonist on April 15 defend 
ed our representative insisting that " in 
his demand for justice there was nothing 
to be ashamed of," and that he "voiced 
the sentiments of a majority of the in- 
habitants of the province." 

We have not thought it necessary to 
examine the Colonist, files any further 
than this, but the extracts above given 
show that three years ago this paper 
was advocating the claim of this Prov- 
ince to consideration at the hands of the 
Dominion more persistently than it has 
done this year, and that the Times was 
then aB now doing' its best to throw cold 
water on the agitation for a larger meas- 
ure of justice at the hands of the govern- 
ment and parliament of the Dominion. 

We are glad that the Times by its 
mistatement of fact has compelled a 
reference to the former discussions of 
the claims of British Columbia upon 
the Dominion, for it enables us to estab- 
lish beyond all cavil that there is noth- 
ing partisan in the renewal of the agita- 
tion and that nothing which we can say 
to a Liberal ministry can be more em- 
phatic than what we said to the Conserv- 
atives when they were in power.

OUR CLAIMS OX THE DOMINION. 

On b'riday the Daily Times said that 
for many years it had been directing 
public attention to the startling fact 
that our province was being impover- 
ished at the rate of millions a year by 
the operation of the customs law, but 
that the Colonist never supported its ef- 
forts. Speaking of this paper the Timea 
Bays: "While its political friends were 
in power it was willing to sacrifice the 
province. Now that its friends aro driven 
from office it has become virtuous and 
honest and courageously champions a 
cause which the Times and the liberal 
candidates at Victoria have been advo- 
cating for years." Probably if we had 
contented ourselves with a simple denial 
of this statement, the memory of the 
public would have furnished sufficient 
corroboration, tut as the matter is not 
one between this paper and its evening 
contemporary, but is a public question 
of great importance, and as it is desira- 
ble to counteract any impression that 
tho position which the Colonist is tak- 
ing, and which we hope to see the local 
government take, is even in a small de- 
gree due to the fact that the Liberal par- 
ty is in power at Ottawa, we have taken 
the trouble to turn to some former issues 
of the Colonist and see what light they 
cast upon it. The references given be- 
low are all to editorial articles which ap- 
peared in the Colonist in 1894, when 
the Conservative party was in power : 

On March 22 of that year the Col- 
onist printed an editorial entitled: 
"Let us have Justice." l~t was a 
demand for large appropriations, and 
it was stated therein that " the amount 
which this province ia compelled to con- 
tribute to the Dominion, compared with 
ita population, is in every sense extraor- 
dinary." Again: "It contributes per 
capita five tunes as much as any other 
province, and is far from receiving an 
adequate return." Again: "Its people 
cannot afford to send so much money to 
Ottawa as they do every year. The ex- 
actions of the General Government are 
impoverishing them." Again: "Brit- 
ish Columbiana have borne the burden 
with extraordinary patience. ' ' - 
All they require is simple justice. 

• '• " The appropriations should 
hear something like a proportion to 
their contributions to the revenue." 

On the following day the matter was 
taken up again, and the- Colonist gave 
figures in support of its position show- 
ing tho following to be the ratio per 
capita of customs duties and excise paid 
by the several provinces :

THE GOLDEN AGE. 

Was there ever a Golden Age, or is the 
story of it only a myth invented by some 
poet, who lived in some forgotten period 
of Grecian history? Was Mount Mem, 
of which Hindu legends tell and on 
whose summits the gods lived, a figment 
of the imagination? Had Olympus, 
where Zeus reigned and minor deities 
made their home, an actual existence? 
Was Mount Zion simply the name of a 
little hill in Jerusalem and applied to 
the abode of Jehovah only metaphoric- 
ally, or was the true Mount Zion the 
kingdom of some great earthly monarch, 
and was its memory preserved by being 
applied to the site of the temple? In 
short, are the stories of gods, demi-gode, 
giants and all the weird creaturea of 
oiythology fictions pure and simple, or 
are they history dimmed and distorted 
by the obscurity of a remote antiquity? 

Comparative mythology is a very new 
science, so new that the primer of it has 
hardly been written. The inlluenceof 
theologians has until very recently been 
against it. When the Spaniards went 
to Central America they found a great 
number of Mayan MSS., which purport- 
ed to give the early history of the people 
oi that part of the continent. These 
MSS. were destroyed by the priests be- 
cause it was feared they would under- 
mine the faith of Christians. Some few 
have been Einee discovered and they in- 
dicate a very great antiquity for the 
Mayan civilization, hut nothing yet die- 
covered casts any light upon the monu 
nients of a still older civilization with 
which Yucatan abounds. The narrow- 
ness which led to the destruction of these 
MSS., which wore on a prepared 
bark, has at all times unti 
very recently discouraged any in- 
vestigation into mythology. Vet 
the field is one worthy of deep research 
not only as a matter for the curious, but 
as calculated to affect certain impres 
sions, which play an important part in 
the government of human conduct. The 
part which the story of Eden has played 
and plays to-day can hardly be over- 
estimated, and it ia certainly a matter of 
grave importance to determine what 
bearing, if any, the memories preserved 
by other races than the Jews have 
upon it. 

The Micmac Indians of MaBtern Can- 
ada have legends telling of a happy era 
beforo the coining of Wah-Peet, the 
great beaver, who dammed up the 
watercourses and brought about a period 
of intenso cold. Tho Klickitats of the 
state of Washington tell of the wonder- 



fell upon a happy world. And Bo we 
mieht 20 on until the patience of the 
reader was exhausted by a mere cate- 
gory of the myths and legends bearing 
upon thiB single point. In a very re- 
markable book entitled " Paradise 
Found," tho president of the Boston 
University makes a collection of them, 
and a brief resume fills many pages. 

It is an insult to the intelligence to 
suggest that these scores of legends, so 
alike in all their chief elements, and 
diversified only by local coloring, are 
more inventions. They have undoubt- 
edly a common origin. Tljey vary in 
detail, but when we recall how the wit- 
nesses of a contemporary event will 
dill'er about it, we will no longer wonder 
that the memory of this remote age of 
the world is not preserved with uni- 
formity, except as to ita general charac- 
ter. If the universal recollection of 
mankind counts for anything there waa 
undoubtedly a period, call it by what- 
ever name you will, when humanity had 
reached a very high degree of progress, 
which period wus closed by a great 
catastrophe from which the race has 
been slowly emerging for several thous- 
and years. 

Is there any reason outside of myth- 
ology and tradition to suppose such a 
period existed? There is unquestion- 
able geological proof to the effect that 
the Tertiary Age, which preceded the Ice 
Age, was fit for the development of tha 
highest type of life, and there iB some 
evidence that man existed before the 
Ico Age. We shall not at present pursue 
this line of thought any further, but 
may tnko occasion in a subsequent ar 
tide to point out why the existence of i 
high type of civilization antecedent to 
the Ice Age is entirely consistent with 
the unquestioned degradation in which 
humanity was sunk after the great cal- 
amity, which has left ita trace upon 
every religion oi mankind and colors 
every conception of the Deity. Perhaps 
the investigation may cast some light 
upon the meaning of the words which 
the Hebrew poet attributed to Jehovah 
speaking to Adam, " Cursed be the 
ground for thy sake. In soirow shalt 
thou eat of it all the days of thy life. 

The people of the State of Washington 
are making tremendous ellbrts to get 
rid of that forest reserve which ties up 
the best mining district in that common- 
wealth.

The 
present lot of ore averages $150 to the ton, 
and Mr. E. Blewett, the superintendent, 
who baa just arrived from the mine, 
stated in conversation yesterday that 
another body of very rich ore has been 
struck in the lower level of the mine. 



Some few weeksago a sensational article 
appeared in the Evening Times relative 
to a large seizure of opium in San Fran- 
cisco in which the assistant accountant 
of the Bank of British Columbia in that 
city was mentioned as being in some 
way implicated. Investigation has prov- 
ed that the whole transaction was per- 
fectly legal and in order, and the United 
States government admitting this 
through the Attorney-General havecaus- 
ed instructions to be sent to the collector 
of customs to restore the opium to the 
owners. 

Another phase lias been given to the 
legal troubles between William Foote 
and Mrs. Jones, of Lake district, the 
latter having entered suit in the County 
court for $30, balance claimed to be due 
her for wages. The defence is that the 
agreement under which Mrs. Jones made 
her claim was not operative as not 
baying been approved by Messrs. Pem- 
berton and Helmckcn, who manage Mr. 
Foote's affairs. The case opened before 
Judge Harrison yesterday, but was ad- 
journed, as Mr. Foote is still too ill to 
appear in court. Mr. W. H. Langley 
appears for the plaintiff; and Mr. A. S. 
Potts, of Drake, Jackson & Helmcken's 
office, for defendant. 

A San Francisco dispatch says a 
party of men from that city and Oak- 
land are about to start on a co-operative 
mining venture to Alaska, and will 
make the trip «omething on the line of 
the Brotherhood of the South Sea 
Islands. The scheme was devised for 
iilty persons of small capital, who can 
find no remunerative occupation in 
California ab the present time, to ad- 
vance $210 each, and buy a ves- 
sel to take the party to dif- 
ferent places in Alaska, where they 
may seek their fortunes by mining. 
The boat will bo provisioned for u six- 
months' voyage, and a large cargo of 
merchandise will be carried for the pur- 
pose of trading with the Indians. Prince 
William's Sound will be the first object- 
ive point, and those adventurers who de- 
sire to remain there and mine will do 
so. The schooner will return a little 
later for them, in case they are not suc- 
cessful, and then proceed to Cook Inlet, 
where the remainder will prospect foi 
gold. In case the project proves a suc- 
cess the men will remain in Alaska and 
sell the Bchooner, but if it proves a fail- 
ure it will bring back all those who de- 
sire to return to that city. The schooner 
-will then be sold and a dividend declared 
from the proceeds of the sale.

Its Iulliience on European Export 
Trade Discussed by German 
Papers. 



Allegiance to the Fatherland In- 
sisted On From All Its 
Distant Sons. 



Bem.in, March 20.— The German press 
displays great interest in the new Amer- 
ican tariff. Tho Kleins Journal, for ex- 
ample, says: "If this bill becomes law, 
Furope, especially Germany, must feel 
it to be an international blow in the 
face." 

"A large part of our exports," the ar- 
ticle continues, "are thereby prohibited 
and another part are rendered extreme- 
ly difficult to place. Many of our indus- 
tries will be forced to completely reor- 
ganize their system of production, raise 
the quality of their goods, and specialize. 
This will require a period of experi- 
ments and delays, lu ttie meanwhile, 
much of the commerce and industry will 
be lost." 

Referring to the currency plans of the 
United States government, the Kleins 
Journal remarks, " We deem silver to 
be a danger to gold countries, especially 
to Germany, even greater than the tariff 
danger. The remainder of our com- 
merce in America will be put upon a 
shifting basis of value. Our holdings in 
the Northern Pacific alone amount to 
200,000,000 marks and millions of Ger- 
man capital will be imperilled." 

The Tageblatt, Nalloimi Xeitung, 
Cologne Gazette, Wessr Zeitung, and 
Hamburger Nachrichtenn publish simi- 
lar articles. 

The emigration bill now before the 
reichstag contains paragraphs evidently 
aimed at the emigration to the United 
States. Tho government in an accom- 
panying memorandum deplores the fact 
that large numbers of people annually 
go to the United States where they be- 
come wholly lost to the political and 
economic interests of Germany, and in- 
cidentally speaks favorably of emigra- 
tion to Mexico and South America. In 
the colonial year hook, just published, 
llerr Hesse, a high government official 
and leading member of the colonial 
society, proposes legislation to prohibit 
German subjects from ever giving up 
their allegiance.

WOMAN SUFFRAGE. 

To the Editor :— The question of suf- 
frage for women is likely to cause dis- 
cussion in this province, as it has done 
in other parts of the world. That the 
enfranchisement of women will come 
ultimately is almost certain. 

This century has brought ' many 
changes; and woman to-day occupies a 
higher place, leads a larger life, obtains 
a higher education, acquires prominent 
positions in arts and sciences, practises 
and professions; and we find her hold- 
ing positions of trust in all lines of life. 
It is not that woman has changed so 
much, but that the world has changed 
and this is only part of a great industrial 
and social change that has been going on 
universally, and which could scarcely 
fail to effect the larger half of the human 
race whose progress has been involved. 

To-day womun asks for the right of 
franchise— a right which they once pos- 
sessed in Great Britain and Europe — 
women's interests are identical with 
man's. They, can only wish for this 
right for the betterment of the race, for, 
iii the nature of things woman can never 
be opposed to the welfare of man (to 
some of his habits probably, but to his 
welfare never.) Mothers of the nation 
must necessarily be interested in the 
country's rights, laws and progresB ; they 
must take an interest in the matters of 
those laws, which they have to obey 
with others? Why should they riot vote 
for law makers as well as men? 

A woman can hold property and be 
taxed for it, loan money and be taxed 
for it. Is she capable to judge what 
property she Bhall purchase, yet not ca- 
pable of deciding in a matter of casting 
a vote — not to care or take a share in de- 
ciding who shall govern the country in 
which she has to live. 

Many women have to bring up fami- 
lies and launch them into the world 
without aid or advice from any man, and 
do this well and nobly, hut are they to 
take no thought or interest in the condi- 
tions and needs of the country into 
which they have sent their children. 
Home is and must ever be the dearest 
place to woman, but the very safeguard 
of that home — the laws that protect life 
and property — are to be in the hands of 
those who are not in any way respons- 
ible to women for the laws they make. 

" To give woman the franchise will 
upset the home." How? Will the 
right to cast a vote once or so in five 
vears for the legislature take a woman 
much from her home — will it occupy her I 
more than tennis, golf, afternoon teas, 
and club meetings? That the bill for 
the enfranchisement for woman in Eng- 
land was carried to its second reading is 
a sign that the time is coming when that j 
measure will be granted, and the ab- 
surdity of some of the speeches against 
it only shows the weakness of the oppo- 
sition to the measure. Ridicule is no 
argument— the monkey can grimace but 
has no wisdom. 

The remark of Sir William Harcourt, 
to the effect that most women do not 
desire it, has to be proved, and in itself 
is no more an argument against it than 
is the fact that some men who have the 
right to vote, nnd do not trouble them- 
selves to go to the polls, is an argument 
that; their franchise should be taken 
away. 

Surely, now, at this day, none will 
presume to say the average woman 
would not bo capable of using her vote 
to the best interests of the country in 
which she has her home, property or in- 
terest at Btake. 

In fact, looking at the question from 
an impartial point of view, any person 
would he compelled to wish for the voto 
of responsible women to balance the 
vote of irresponsible men, who are so 
often ltd by the saloon owners and who 
have not one noble idea or high interest 
in life. Would not any candidate for 
the legislature have far greater honor 
receiving his election at the hands of 
capable earnest women than by such 
votes as these? Women's votes will be 
worth as much as a man's and have as 
great a weight. 

If tho British Columbia legislature re- 
fuse the petition which is to be present- 
ed to them and will not grant the right 
of franchise to the women of this pro- 
vince, then let that body be consistent 
and jueti remove taxes from women, 
allow them to hold property, invest 
money, own claims and develop them 



loan money, build houses, hold land, all 
free from provincial taxation. 

" No taxation withoutrepresentation," 
was the cry that' gave Vancouver Island 
its first legislative council. Let this 
apply to women if they are not to have 
the franchise. Do not allow them to re- 
main in the same situation as the China- 
man, who is taxed and has no voice in 
the matter. Onward.

There is very fair hope no* for the re- 
covery of George Brown, who waa shot 
on Thursday evening last. Having been 
able to make a closer examination of the 
terrible wound in the man's mouth and 
throat, the doctors now believe that 
after all tbe bullet is not in his body, but 
in one of those extraordinary cieilective 
courses which such misBles often take, it 
passed out of Brown's mouth again after 
inflicting the wound. This being tbe 
caee, it somewhat simplifies matters, and 
the chances of Brown's recovery are 
therefore better, especially as he is a 
man of such powerful constitution. 

Aitken, who did the shooting was 
brought before the police magistrate yes- 
terday morning and formally remanded 
to the 26th and in the meantime the 
provincial police are gathering all the 
evidence they can in the case. Sergeant 
Langley and Constable Bevan were at 
the scene of the shooting yesterday to 
bring in the door through which the 
bullet was fired, the rifle and other ex- 
hibits to he used at the trial and also 
took several photographs ol" the house. 

From what can be learned from peo- 
ple, who knew Brown well, he has been 
acting rather strangely of late, for until 
recently he was on the very best terms 
with Aitken. Not long ago, however, he 
had beaten Aitken very severely, and it 
is said not only to have threatened his 
son-in-law but his daughter as well. 

Aitken, who is a small man compared 
with Brown, claims that he was afraid 
•when Brown came to the door that he 
was trying to break in to do him personal 
harm. This apparently seems borne out 
by the fact that Brown's three children 
went to a neighbor's house on Thurs- 
day, and Mrs. Brown also, owing to their 
fear of him. 

However, the whole story will no 
doubt come out later, and as Brown is 
now likely to live, the shooting will not 
have so serious an ending as at first 
sight appeared probable, ,

" There was but half of the brandy 
left and things were beginning to look 
serious, when I tried, as a last chance, 
the extreme remedy of emptying, the re 
mainder of the flask onto the back of the 
hear and throwing a lighted match to 
the brandy. The flames immediately 
enveloped the animal, and, with shrieks 
and yells of pain he skedaddled to my 
meat relief. r , 

" L\was presently rejoined by my com 
panions, and with loaded gun we fol- 
lowed up the bear, whom we soon dis- 
covered licking his burnt sides, on which 
veiy little fur remained. He was so 
weak after his adventure at the bowlder 
that we had no difficulty in dispatching 
him."
